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Novelties and Specialties. 


New Althea Crested Beauty.—As a hedge plant. 

The rich deep green foliage, the short stout growth, the extreme floriferousness, extending 
over a very long season, and the fact that the eloser it is sheared in spring the more vigorous it 
grows and the larger and greater number of flowers it will produce make this the best of all 
deciduous hedge plants. The section of a nursery row represented on the first cover page of this 
catalogue gives some idea of how it will appear in a hedge, but this row had received very little 
care. 

I have now (at the time of this writing, September Ist) hundreds of feet of rows that make 
a very much better showing. Landscape gardeners should stick a pin here. 


Anchusa Italica, Dropmore Variety. 
This is a greatly improved variety of the old Anchusa Italica which has been the special 

admiration of all who have seen it in bloom, and pronounced the finest blue flowered Herbaceous 

plant in cultivation. It will not come true from seed, and is propogated by root cutting,.and 

every grower of Herbaceous plants should secure at least a few this fall for propagation in the 

greenhouse. 

Plumbago Larpente. 

Several rows of this old favorite blue flower, planted last year, have shown its special 
adaptation for a border plant or edging for a walk. If planted thickly it makes a perfectly 
regular line about a foot high aud similar width that is in bloom throughout the season, and 
makes less trouble than almost any other edging, as it requires no shearing. 

Chelidonium Majus. 

Under the names Garden Celandine and Celandine Poppy, seventy-five years ago, this 
plant could have been found in the chip yard or by the stone fence of almostevery New England 
homestead, and aside from old associations it is a very desirable plant. Almost before the grass 
begins to grow in spring it throws up its mass of handsome foliage, which is soon followed by 
pretty, deep yellow flowers, and remains in bloom for a long time, and if the flower stems are 
removed when done blooming it will again give a mass of refreshing green. 

Funkia Lancifolia. 

This plant succeeds even better in a partial shade, and its long spikes of nodding lily-like 
flowers are very showy. I am offering this year some very strong 4-year clumps. 
Azalea Canescens. 

I consider this the best of our native Azaleas. It is the earliest to bloom, and its pink 
flowers are of a brighter color than any other sort, and in fragrance it far surpasses them all, 
having the same odor as the common grass pinks. I havea good stock of this fine shrub in 
both transplanted and collected stock, and I think this is the first time it has ever been offered. 
Hex Verticillata (Winter Berry). : 

It may not be generally understood that this is dicecious and that a large portion, often 
most of those indiscriminately collected, are staminate and never bear fruit. I have propagated 
a quantity from plants which are pistillate and will bear fruit and offer them in this list. 

Iris Siberica Orientalis. 

This is one of the most beautiful Iris in cultivation. It is larger than the type and the 

foliage broader, and the color is a very rich violet blue.
